More than 500 local students

Sacramento History Day not 
only encouraged students to re- 
search a topic they were interested 
in, but also allowed them to use 
their creativity ina vaniety of ways.

The goal of Sacramento His- 
tory Day is to evaluate the status of 
social studies. “We want to put 
social studies and history back in 
the schools where they belong,” 
said Roy Enckson, coordinator of 
social studies for the San Juan 
Unified School District. Events 
like Sacramento History Day, 
according to Enckson, demon- 
strate that both students and 
teachers are doing an excellent job. 
By working together they have 
made history more than just a 
catalog of dates and events. 


Enickson’s devotion to social 
studies keeps him motivated and 
determined to, “make competi- 
tions like History Day as impor- 
tant as the sectional playoffs of 
basketball and football.”

In April, 1984, Ronald Maris, a sociologist a) 
nationally recognized expert on suicide, predicted 30,000) 
people would commit suicide in the United States that 
year. According to Marjie Cuthbert, director of Sacramen 
to’s Suicide Prevention Service, that pr Lon wa 
chillingly accurate. 

“Suicide in the 14- to 25-year-old age g: wn 
a real dramatic increase,” said Cuthbert. S! 
that the age group that seems most at-risk in the 
Sacramento area is senior citizens. 

Cuthbert cited statistics that indicate a suicide rate of 
approximately 12 people per 100,000 in the general 
population. This figure jumns up to 24 per 100,000 for 
people in the older age bracket. 

Some other national s' ‘istics on suicide quoted from 
the 1984 U.S. News And World Report interview with 
Maris include a 284 percent suicide increase in the
